Take AB36, the California 
ate motorcycle helmet law. It is 
buted as a safety measure, but 
formed motorcyclists know. it is 
ot, and so we oppose it, not only 
$ a nuisance law, but because it is 
nasty precedent in the erosion of 
‘rsonal liberty. 

Helmet laws have been struck 
own in most of the United States. 
ut the campaign for mandatory 
lelmets continues, propped up by a 
usy, dedicated squad of anti- 
otorcycle zealots who know all the 
icks. They got the California 
‘ewes to go along with them by 
bbbing floods of dishonest “‘esti- 
ates” of hordes of injured bikers, 
bsting the state “estimated” mil- 
ons, that this sacrifice of one big 
eedom, enjoyed by a non-voting 
imority, promises to save. The 
hwmakers went for it. Yet nobody 
tually counted the bike-injured 
tizens in State Hospitals, or tallied 
actual costs. s 

One of Clayton’s Rules of Lobby- 
g is: “If you want high numbers, 
stimate; if you want low numbers, 
ount.” So we sent our ace investig- 
tive reporter, Farren Williams, to 
punt. the bodies in Rancho Los 
migos, where miost of the accident 
ictims who are cared for by the state 
eside...Farren was frustrated in his 
psk (see sidebar: How I tried, by 
arren Williams). State health offi- 
ials claim not to know how many 
elmetless motorcycle. accident vic- 
ms there really are, or what they 
ost the state. For all our trained 
esearchers and journalists were able 
p discover, there are none! 

Why, then, make bareheaded 
otor-biking a crime? Well, it 
iminalizes a large minority of 
otorcycle riders who, for a variety 
f reasons, have chosen to reject the 
enefit of engineered headgear. It 
ther makes lawbreakers of us who 

e to wear helmets, if we ever dare 
emove them on a*nice, easy ride. 

ey have a simple answer for those 

this predicament: Stop riding your 
otorcycle. Join the majority and 
e helmet law won't affect you. 
This could result in a sharp drop

aves lives. But the Hatlaw strategy: 


cludes filing high estimates that 
an later be compared to actual 
punts, to “prove savings.” This 
oesn’t fool many, but it makes 
epealing the helmet laws more 
ifficult. That wouldn’t be so bad, 
xcept that those who are sincerely 
terested in safety, not motorcycle- 
radication, are denied real facts and 
gures that we need in our work. 
alifornia would be the best test of 
€ helmet law’s safety effectiveness, 
indeed it becomes a law. But we 
ill never know unless we have real 
Acts and numbers pre-law, for 
omparison. 

There seems little doubt .that good 
elmets, willingly worn, reduce the 
everity of head mjuries. The famous 











Hurt Report proves that most Cali- 
fornia motorcycle riders use good 
helmets, but often lack training of 
what’s inside, to know how to avoid 
accidents. Real motorcycle safety 
will be accomplished by California’s 
new law requiring successful com- 
pletion of a motorcycle training 
course by minors before receiving a 
motorcycle operator’s license. Many 
of the same lobbyists who push 
helmet laws are opposed to rider 
training. This proves that they don’t 
care about safety and will not be 
satisfied until motorcycle riding is 
declared to be a high crime and 
misdemeanor. 


Lock-up-the-Deserts plan 


While the helmet law attacks our 
freedom to ride motorcycles on the 


road, Senator Alan Cranston’s - 


“Desert Protection Act” wants to 
fence our traditional off-road recrea- 
tion grounds in the deserts, mainly 
to keep dirt motorcycles and ATVs 
out. We were enjoying the desert 
before anybody else. We appreciate 
the desert as much as anyone. Ask 
the BLM, they'll tell you that the off- 
road vehicle enthusiasts love and 
respect the deserts. 

But here again the anti-motorcycle 
zealots, not of the safety stripe, but 
the nature-preservers this time, are 
determined to deny us a place to 
exist. Senator Cranston points out a 
tiny, BLM-controlled place in his 
proposed plan where off-road veh- 
icles may be allowed — the desert 
ghetto of a dying recreation, he 
hopes. 

I resent these lying, sneaking 
attacks on motorcycling. I resent 
their calling our daring transporta- 
tion and recreation a “problem.” 
Motorcycling is a solution, not a 
problem. The state of California 
faces a problem of gridlock. The 
average commute of 45 minutes 
today will lengthen to two hours by 
the turn of the century, we are told 
by those who study traffic conges- 
tion. The only solution, they say is 
to pave more land, spend more 
billions on freeways. I suggest that 
there is a better solution: Don’t 
criminalize motorcycle riders. 
Rather, encourage California’s com- 
muters to motorcycle, like they 
promote car-pools. I used to com- 
mute from one side of Los Angeles 
County to the other. It was two hours 
in a car, but only 45 minutes on a 
motorcycle. And it was fun. Motor- 
cycling, I repeat, is a solution. 

And I resent the idea of locking 
up the deserts. It is like keeping one 
out of his own back yard. Cranston’s 
plan is-pure hatred in action. The 
idea of policing the deserts (by motor 
vehicle, of course) to keep citizens 
from finding recreation there is 
insane and unworthy of our great 
republic. A republic is supposed to 
protect the rights of minorities like 
us from the tyranny of the majority. 

Sure, most peoplean the U.S. don’t 
care one way or another about the 
great deserts of the southwest. There 
is just a loud, lying minority of ORV 
haters and a quiet minority of ORV

How I tried

Officials at Ranchos Los 
Amigos Hospital in Down- 
ey, California, can tell you 
how many head trauma pa- 
tients they treat in a typical year 
(between 225 and 250). They can 
tell you the percentage of head 
trauma patients they treat who 
were injured in motorcycle acci- 
dents (between 20 and 25 percent). 

But they can’t tell you how 
many of the injured motorcyclists 
were wearing helmets, or not 
wearing helmets, at the time of 
their accidents. Those statistics 
don’t exist. ‘ 

Assemblyman Richard Floyd 
(D-Gardena), who authored AB36, 
California’s proposed mandatory 
helmet law, has cited several 
statistics to drum up support for 
his bill. 

Floyd claims that 82 percent of 
the cost of taking care of motor- 
cycle accident victims who suffer 
head injuries in California is 
borne by taxpayer-financed agen- 
cies. He also says uninsured 
motorcyclists who suffer head 
injuries in traffic accidents cost 
California taxpayers $65 million 
a year in medical bills. 

Floyd’s source for those statis- 
tics is the State of California Office 
of Legislative Services. But Legis- 
lative Services officials have 
admitted that the figures are 
estimates, and they can’t really 
explain how the numbers were 
tabulated. ; 

In an effort to count the number 
of motorcycle-related head injury 
cases that are treated in a typical 
hospital which cares for indigent 
patients, we chose what we con- 
sidered a representative facility — 
Ranchos Los Amigos in Downey 
— and started making phone calls. 

When we asked to talk with a 
spokesman for the head trauma 
unit at Ranchos Los Amigos, we 
expected to get little cooperation. 
We expected to be lectured on the 
evils of motorcycle riding, and on 
the virtures of Floyd’s AB36. 

Boy! Were we off base. 

Maura Sullivan, coordinatior 
for the hospital’s Adult Brain 
Injury Service, often rides her 
Harley-Davison and she doesn’t 
wear a helmet. She feels helmets 
are dangerous because they often 
contribute to accidents. 

She said helmets restrict vision 
and hearing. She also pointed out 
that taxpayers often foot the bill 
for spinal injuries and numerous 
broken bones received in motor- 
cycle accidents that many motor- 
cyclists never would have suffered 
had they not been wearing helmets 
which impaired their hearing and 
vision: 

“By far, the majority of motor- 
cycle accidents occur to young 
males on foreign-made motorcy- 
cles,” . said Sullivan. ““They’ve 
owned them for less than three 
months, they don’t have a license 
to operate them and they are 
intoxicated at the time of the 
accident.” 

“In 50 percent of the fatal 
accidents, the operators had no 
motorcycle license,” she said. “In 
75 percent of the fatal accidents, 
the operators were under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs. 

“I ride Harley-Davidson motor- 








cycles and I am against the helmet 
law,” Sullivan said. “Personally, 
I feel the helmet law is a Band- 
Aid approach to the situation. 
They (legislators) need to get to 
the root of the problem. They need 
to tighten alcohol and drug abuse 
laws. And they need to monitor 
whoever buys motorcycles to make 
sure they have completed a train- 
ing course and have a motorcycle 
(operator's) license.” 

Sullivan said the Head Trauma 
Service at Ranchos Los Amigos 
treats between 225 to 250 patients 
in a typical year and between 20 
and 25 percent of those patients 
are motorcycle accident victims. 
For acute rehabiliation, a head 
trauma patient is- usually hospi- 
talized for three months. 

According to Bill Saar, a spo- 
kesman for the hospital’s public 
affairs department, it costs about 
$1297 a day to treat a patient. 

Assuming that 62.5 motorcycle 
accident victims were treated at 
Ranchos Los Amigos last year (25 
percent of 250), and they each 
spent 90 days in the hospital, it 
would cost’ $7,295,625 to treat 
them. Because 80% of the head 
trauma cases at Ranchos Los 
Amigos are paid by Medi-Cal, the 
cost to taxpayers, for this one 
hospital, would be $5,836,500. 

In an attempt to verify that 
number, we phoned Pat Holoday 
with the hospital’s Financial 
Services Department. Holoday 
said head trauma billings.aren’t 
broken down by accident cause, 
but said that during fiscal year 
1986/87, the gross charges made 
to Medi-Cal by the Head Trauma 
Service were $19.2 million (which 
represented 80% of Ranchos Los 
Amigos’ head trauma cases). 

Assuming 25 percent were 
motorcycle accident victims, the 
cost to taxpayers would be 
$4,800,000. If 14 other hospitals 
have similar billings, Floyd’s $64 
million liability to society is 
realized. 

But what does that mean? 

You can manipulate data all 
day long. We calculated the costs 
to taxpayers from motorcycle 
accident victims who are treated 
at Ranchos Los Amigos using two 
different methods given to us by 
different hospital officials. Our 
conclusions were $1 million in 
disagreement. And nowhere in the 
data was the helmet factor consi- 
dered. For all we — or Ranchos 


> Los Amigos officials — know, 


every motorcyclist treated in the 
head trauma unit was wearing a 
helmet at the time of his accident. 
How could making helmet use 
mandatory have reduced or pre- 
vented their injuries? 

When it comes to keeping track 
of dollars, the hospital is con- 
cerned with who owes them 
money and how much. Not why. 
Holoday admitted that Financial 
Services doesn’t “have any specific 
data on motorcycle injuries.” 

“We don’t have a lot of good 
data,” said Sullivan. “‘Floyd’s just 
throwing out that number ($65 
million) because there’s not a lot 
of data. By this time next year, 
there will be data. (Ranchos Los 
Amigos recently received a grant 
to study head trauma). We will 
break data down into accidents 
where motorcyclists were wearing 
helmets and where they ‘were not. 
That data does not exist now. 

“Floyd says the helmet law will 
save them,” said Sullivan. ‘“That’s 
so totally false it’s incredible.” @ 
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Hall, not Bray

The beauty of having a bad 
memory (like mine) is that most of 
our daily lives aren’t worth remem- 
bering anyway, but the one thin 
that thousands will remember Te 
Boody for didn’t take place ata race 
track or on TV or on Roxy Rock- 
wood’s show or in a Cycle News 
interview. 

Ted left a lasting impression on 
the school kids we talked to about 
motorcycle safety! 

Most of the school kids he spoke 
to never came to a race, probably 
never will, but odds are they will 
throw a leg over a motorcycle in their 
lifetime and there’s no doubt in my 
mind they will remember seeing on 
film we showed Ted crash so hard 
at Terre Haute that it became a 
symbol of the “agony of defeat” for 
ABC-TV and a lasting reminder that 
his helmet saved his life and one 
might also save their’s one day. Ted 
liked talking with the kids and 
explaining how he cared for his 
equipment, and how he built his 
racer to be safer. 

Ted worked on his approach to the 
subject of safety and his public 
speaking and confidence improved 
with every school visit. Ted wasn’t 
that much older than some of them 
in those days, and they really lis- 
tened. Kids in the audience in nearly 
every school would raise their hands 
when the asked, “Has anyone here 
today been injured riding a motor- 
cycle?” He would then drive home 
the point of how the purchase and 








use of safety equipment like helmets, 
leathers, boots and gloves was a lot 
cheaper than just one ambulance 
ride and less painful and less embar- 
rasing than the cast and crutches they 
would need for weeks. 

Of those school visits, one that I 
remember most was a unique expe- 
rience for both of us. Up to that 
rememorable visit, most of the 
groups Ted spoke to consisted of 300 
to 400 school kids at a time. But on 
this day Ted spoke to 800 kids in 
just one school near Kalamazoo, 
Michigan. He was really nervous for 
that one, but it was his best talk ever! 

It is going to be hard, real hard, 
to think about racing and not think 
good things about Ted and wonder 
where he would have finished as the 
results of future Nationals and local 
races are written up in Cycle News.

California Parks 
Commission 
seeks OHV ban

SAN LUIS OBISPO, CA, MAY 20 
A recent vote by the California 
State Parks Commission to 
ban off-highway vehicle use in 
all state parks was blasted 


today by OHV Commissioner Ed * 
Waldheim during the regular 
monthly meeting of the California 
Off-Highway Motor Vehicle Recrea- 
tion Commission, held in San Luis 
Obispo. 

“Tt was a set up,” said Waldheim 
when reporting to the OHV Com- 
mission on the Parks Commission 
meeting held in Lake Tahoe on May 
Scere 

Waldheim reported that the Parks 
Commission voted to ban OHV 
activity in all state parks except 
where provided for in the general 
plan (which limits OHV use to two 
state parks). 

The vote was taken after the 
commission heard several hours of 
anti-OHV testimony from every 
environmental organization in the 
state, including Earth First!, the 
radical environmental group which 
blocked a tunnel (part of the course) 
with railroad ties during the 1987 
Barstow-to-Vegas desert race. 

Representatives of the State Park 
Rangers’s Union also testified in 
favor of the ban, and Earth First! 
representatives reportedly called off- 
roaders, ‘“‘Noisey terrorists with 
flamethrower exhausts and buzz saw 
tires.” 

Only four OHV representatives 
were at the Parks Commission meet- 
ing, including Waldheim and Rick 
Bates, president of the California 
Off-Road Vehicle Association 
(CORVA). 

Because the Parks Commission is 
facing charges that the May 13 
meeting was illegal, another meeting 
to discuss the volatile issue has been 
scheduled for June 9 in Morro Bay. 

Bates said the action was taken 
without standard public notice, 
which would make the vote a vio- 
lation of the Ralph M. Brown Act, 
California’s Open Meeting Law. 
Bates added that an opportunity to 
consider the proposed policy was not 
provided to the public before the 
meeting. 


The OHV Commission voted 
unaniously to oppose the ban and 
to send representatives to Morro Bay 
to protest the Park Commission’s 
action. The OHV commission 
encouraged off-road riders to attend 
the Parks Commission meeting since 
it’s almost assured environmental 
groups will be there in force. 

Off-road riders who wish to hitch 
a ride to the meeting, or who wish 
to offer a vehicle for a carpool which 
will take OHV users from southern 
California to Morro Bay, should 
phone the CORVA hotline at 800/ 
237-5436. 

According to Bates, the Parks 
Commission acted in response to a

Johnson, Cooper beat 
High Point heat

Honda factory riders Rick Johnson and Guy 
Cooper were the overall winners in the 250 
and 125cc classes, repectively, during a hot 
day of racing in the Wiseco Nationals at 


High Point Raceway. 
Johnson’s 1-1 score brought 

him within 13 points of Kawa- 

saki’s Jeff Ward in the 250cc 


title chase, with only one round 
remaining. Ward finished fourth 
overall, with a 2-6 tally after taking 
a fall in moto two. 

Cooper used a 2-1 score for top 








honors in the 125cc class and is now 
fifth in the standings despite a two- 
round deficit due to a broken leg. 
Series point leader George Holland 
maintained a comfortable cushion, 


placing second overall on the day- 
* with a 1-3. Holland, atop a factory 


Honda, now leads Suzuki’s Erik 
Kehoe by 26 points. A first turn crash 
and mechanical troubles limited 
Kehoe to a 15th in moto one, which 
he coupled with a second in moto 
two for fifth overall. 

The $22,000 AMA purse was split 
with $14,600 going to the 250s, and 
$7340 allocated for the 125s. Johnson 
pocketed an even $1000 for his perfect 
day, while second overall Ron 
Lechien made $800 for posting a 3- 
3. Cooper claimed $430 ($240 for 
first, $190 for second), and Holland 
made $410 ($240 for first, $170 for 
third). 

Sunny skies and hot temperatures 
brought a huge crowd to High Point 
for the Memorial Day weekend. 
Promoter Dave Coombs reported 
that he had sold 12,000 spectator 
passes by 11:30 on race day, with 
more fans pouring in up until the 
1:00 p.m. start. With temperatures 
pushing into the high 80s, riders had 
to conserve energy and work the right 
lines on the tough and rutted course. 

After the morning practice, and 
before each moto, the start area was 
disced and turned under, negating 
any berms formed in previous out- 
ings. This met with disapproval 
from some riders, but seemed to 
equalize the field for the gate, into 
the uphill start, through the fast left- 
hand sweeper and into the downhill 
with a sharp right-hand turn at the 
bottom. 


250cc 


Fred Andrews kept the fire alive 
after winning his qualifier and 
showed the way throughout the first 
lap of the first moto. Following were 
Johnson, Yamaha’s Jeff Stanton, 
Kawasaki’s Lechien, Kawasaki- 
supported Mike Fisher and Ward. 

“When I got out front I didn’t 
know what to do, so I just gave it 
all I had,” Andrews explained later. 
“T have a lot of friends here and I 
want to ride really hard for them.” 

Johnson powered around 
Andrews in a sweeping straightaway, 











and Lechien snuck by Stanton to set 
up a freight train. Stanton planned 
to keep the pressure on, but his 
momentum pitched him to the 
outside in a right-hander. It was 
Johnson pulling Lechien, with 
Andrews back in third fighting off 
the prodding of Ward. Fisher, Hon- 
da’s Jeff Leisk, Stanton and Yama- 
ha’s Broc Glover now compiled the 
top eight. Glover’s pace carried him 
up to the front-runners, despite 
fighting the flu and back pains all 
week prior to the race. 

Ward kept the pressure on and 
passed Andrews, then picked up time 
in the back section on Lechien. 
Leisk, Stanton and Glover all passed 
Fisher, and a distance back was 
Suzuki’s Johnny O'Mara, trying to 
close the gap in ninth. 

With 10 minutes remaining ın the 
30-minute plus two lap moto, Ward 
exhibited his strong conditioning by 
hounding Lechien until he took 
second. Andrews, Leisk and Stanton 
tightened up into an argument for 
fourth through sixth, with both 
Leisk and Stanton moving by 
Andrews in the closing laps. On the 
white flag lap Andrews was off the 
course just long enough for Glover 
to sneak into sixth. 

“I didn’t have enough speed for 
the triple, and when I cased it my 
feet went clean over my head,” said 
Andrews. “I didn’t fall, but by the 
time I rode it out Broc got me. 

Johnson, in contrast, had more 
than enough speed as he grabbed air 
time en route to the win. Ward, 
Lechien, Leisk, Stanton, Glover, 
Andrews and O’Mara ran by the 
checkers in the next eight positions. 

“Andrews was moving around 
quite a bit off the start, but I managed 
to squeeze around him before Ward - 
worked into second,” said Johnson. 
“That gave me some time to put on 
a show for the High Point fans; these 
East Coast spectators are the 
greatest!” 

Stanton showed the way to Glover, 
Johnson, Ward and Andrews at the 
start of moto two. Johnson used an 
inside-to-outside line to jump past 
Stanton and take over the lead on 
lap two while Glover and Ward were 
a tight 3-4 and Andrews had the best 
of Lechien in fifth. 

Glover pushed Stanton, and soon

the top three were running in the 
same straightaway. Ward slid out in 
one of the many ruts on the course 
and dropped back to seventh after 
Lechien, Andrews and Leisk went 
by. 

A serious pileup occurred after the 
uphill triple jump. Corey Cope, 
Lance Eubank, Chris Knox and Mike 
Harnden crossed lines, and Harnden 
was KO’ed on the track. Due to a 
possible head injury, he was not 
immediately moved, and the race 
went on as riders jumped past the 
yellow-flag area. Harnden was trans- 
ported to the West Virginia Univer- 
sity Hospital in nearby Morgan- 
town, and was reported to be okay. 

At the 20-minute mark, Johnson 
was holding a nine-second lead over 
Stanton, Glover and Lechien. Leisk 
kept working for it and finally passed 
Andrews for fifth. Then Lechien lit 
his own afterburners and came 
around Glover on an outside line in 
a fast sweeper. From there he set up 
a pass in the next downhill turn. A 
lap later Lechien tried the same move 
on Stanton, but Stanton closed the 
door and fought back to second in 
the next turn. 

“That was a heck of a line Lechien 
had,” said Stanton. “It was long and 
on the outside, and you have to have 
a lot of balls to use it. I knew that 
if I got back around I could keep 
it together.” 

Johnson won, and Stanton did 
hold it together, putting a gap on 
Lechien at the finish. Glover and 
Leisk were 4-5. Ward, Yamaha- 
supported’ Doug Dubach, O’Mara 
and Andrews completed the top 10. 

“T have to give a lot of credit to 
my mechanic, Brian Lunniss, for this 
one,” said Johnson. “He built my 
bike before I got up here, and when 
I didn’t like it he tore it down to 
the frame and started over. It’s great 
to put together two good motos for 
such great down-home MX fans — 
that’s who I like to race for.” 


125cc 


Eastern Region 125cc Supercross 
Champion Todd DeHoop put his 








Suzuki in front of Cooper and 
Holland at the start of moto one. 
Before the field got away Jim Jones 
and David Antonucci went down, 
and it wasn’t long before Kehoe also 
got in trouble. 

“I went down with some guy early 
in the first lap,” said Kehoe, “and 
it really tore up my front wheel. A 
bunch of spokes were history.” 

Cooper and Holland put a bead 
on DeHoop and were around 
quickly. Yamaha rider Mike 
LaRocco, Suzuki’s Donnie Schmit, 
and Kawasaki/Pro-Circuit rider 
Larry Brooks were sorting out in 4- 


5-6. Suzuki’s Ronnie Tichenor and- 


Pro-Am rider Jimmy Chester were 7- 
8. Tuf Racing’s Keith Bowen 
wheeled his Kawasaki from llth to 
ninth in one move by Stacey Cook 
and Robert Hayes into the downhill 
right-hand turn. 

Cooper wound up his Honda and 
was the first 125 to clear the triple. 
Holland didn’t make the same move, 
but closed in to take the lead near 
the finish-line turn. Tichenor was 
making up time passing Brooks, 
Schmit, LaRocco and finally 
DeHoop for third. Chester fell off the 
pace, and Bowen inherited eighth. 


Holland and Cooper never left, 


sight of each other to the finish. It 
was so close that Holland almost 
shot through the tires on the final 
turn, holding it on the edge in for 
the win. Tichenor, 16 seconds back, 
was third, and Schmit wore down 
DeHoop for fourth. LaRocco took 
sixth, followed by Brooks and 
Bowen. 

“T saved myself the first two laps 
because it was really wet and I was 
waiting for the track to dry out,” said 
Holland, who spent most of the 
previous week fighting an ear infec- 
tion.

Davis routed his Suzuki up into the 
battle for sixth. Kehoe, away with a 
clean start and an operable bike, rode 
hard and clean to get around Davis, 
and then past Schmit. He soon was 
locked in with Tichenor, then skated 
around to work on Holland. 

Cooper’e wife and mechanic, 
Jayni, was giving the chalk board 
signals. “All you got, 4 laps to go,” 
was the signal that Cooper needed 
to turn up the wick. Holland had 
been closing, but Kehoe came on and 
passed for second, using a wide-open 
outside line on the top straightaway. 
Holland maintained third, Tichenor 
fourth, and Davis, DeHoop and 
Brooks came around on the same 
line. Then Schmit coasted off the 
course and towards the pits late in 
the race after catching his foot in a 
rut. The pain was too great to 
continue. : 

“Td been here all week and it was 
really cold,” said Cooper, after 
locking up his second National win 
of the season. “I was ready to get out 
the rain tires, and then we get all 
this sun. All I can say is you have 
to be on a Honda to get out front, 
right, Ricky?” 

“Third overall was great,” said 





Tichenor, “but now I have to get 
home and study for finals. I have 
psychology and economics tests the 
day after the Texas National next 
weekend, and I can’t afford a bad 
grade!” e

and it comes down to a couple of 
inches. Sometimes it doesn’t seem 
fair, but I’ve won that way and 
probably will again. I gave it ever- 
ything I could; I gave it my best 
shot.” 

Honda’s Shobert said, “Whatever 
the decision, we had close, clean 
racing and we gave the fans what 
they want to see.” , 

Finishing third was Maryland’s 
Rodney Farris, who equalled his 
previous best finish in Grand 
National Championship Series rac- 
ing. “I used my head - finally. I just 
wanted to stay with the lead draft 
and watch what they were doing. It 
paid off,” said Farris who never led 
but did run with the lead pack 
throughout the race on his Mike 
Sponseller/Fab-Ball/Shoei/B.V.R./ 
Dutrow’s Honda-sponsored, Mike 
Wheeler-tuned Honda. “I had the 
best seat in the house; I saw Chris 
(Carr) and Ronnie (Jones) bang 
together once.” 

Terry Poovey and Ronnie Jones 
finished fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively, after running with Shobert, 
Parker and Farris all the way. 

Shobert earned over $5000 for 
winning, $4755 as the winner’s share 
of the $40,000 total purse, plus lap 
money, a $350 AMA performance 
incentive award (which is paid to 
each of the 20 top ranked pre-entered 
riders based on °87 series point 
standings), and a special award of 
$500 in the form of a donation in 
memory of the late Bill Bley, an avid 
race fan. Bley lost his life earlier this 
year in a fishing accident. Bley’s wife, 
Betty, and daughter, Roxanne, insti- 
tuted the award. 


Time Trials 

Chris Carr, aboard the Harley- 
Davidson/Shoei/Hap Jones/RS 
Taichi/Tsubaki-sponsored, Kenny 
Tolbert-tuned XR750, turned in the 
quickest tour of the Illinois State 
Fairgrounds mile oval, stopping 
timer Gil Dosmegan’s clocks at 
35.305 seconds for an average speed 
of 101.968 mph, far shy of the 35.458/ 
104.203 record set by Ricky Graham 
in 1984. Carr earned $100 for being 
fast qualfier. 
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GF Racing’s Ronnie Jones was 
second fastest with a time of 35.418, 
Shobert was third at 35.576, Steve 
Morehead fourth at 35.735 and Don 
Estep fifth at 35.764. Three other 
riders logged times under 36 seconds 
(100 mph) and they were Parker, 
Keith Day and Peter Hook. 

Forty-one riders turned in time 
trial laps but under the combined 
Grand National/600 National pro- 
gram format, only 36 qualified for 
the program. Charlie Orr was the 
final qualifier with a time of 37.230 
seconds. 


Heats : 

Three 12-man heats were run with 
each heat transferring the top three 
finishers to the final while the fourth 
through llth place finishers would 
go to one of two semis that would 
advance the top four from each to 
the final. 

Parker pulled the holeshot at the 
start of the first 10-lap heat but it 
was polesitter Carr who led Parker, 
Day and Poovey across the line at 
the end of the first lap. Those four 
battled up to the halfway point at 
which time Day dropped out of the 
front running trio’s draft and slipped 
back to fourth where he would 
finish. 

The remaining five laps saw Carr, 
Parker and Poovey swap the lead all 
around the track, often running three 
abreast. The checkered flag waved 
and it was Carr taking the win by 
inches over Poovey and Parker. 
Carr’s win was acknowledged on the 
spot but officials had to go to the 
Cycle News Finish-Line Camera to 
decide the Parker/Poovey finish. 
The nod for second and a front row 
starting slot in the final went to 
Shoei/Mariouneaux Racing/Hap 
Jones/Jim  Sisemore/Tsubaki- 
sponsored Poovey. 

The second heat lacked the action 
up front that the first heat had 
provided, thanks to a wire-to-wire 
leading run by Ronnie Jones. Jones 
pulled the holeshot from his pole 
position and led all the way. 

Behind the Oklahoman things 
were quite different as Scott Stump, -

National Champion Graham, Don 
Estep and Jim Filice fought for the 
two remaining advancement spots. 
Taking second was Filice behind 
winner Jones, who surprisingly ran 
the race with his Hank Scott Honda 
“locked in third gear. It would pull 
all the way to the start/finish line 
but that was all.’’ Filice later 
scratched from the main. 

Third went to Estep, while Gra- 
ham, who’s had more moments of 
glory at Springfield than any other 
rider, was semi bound. 

Shobert was awesome in the third 
heat as he led the field into turn one 
and immediately put his stamp on 
the win. The Camel Pro Series 
champ finished nearly five seconds 
ahead of his pursuers. 

Battling for the two other advance- 
ment spots throughout the race were 
eventual runner-up Farris, third 
place finisher Morehead, veteran 
Alex Jorgensen and three-time 
Grand National Champion and the 
crowd favorite Jay Springsteen. 


Semis 


Both 10-lap semi-finals produced 
mile racing at its finest. The first 
semi saw eight riders - Day, Graham, 
Rich King, Don Howard, Tim 
Mertens, Davis, Bryan McDowell, 
and Steve Burkholder - run in a pack 
for much of the race. McDowell led 
the opening lap, Howard the second, 
Day the third and fourth, Howard 
the fifth and two-time Grand 
National Champion Graham the 
sixth. Although they continued to 
fight it was Day out in front at the 
line at the end of each of the three 
remaining laps. Day took the win, 


with Graham second, King third and ` 


Howard fourth. 

Mertens finished fifth and was sent 
packing. The Belleville, Illinois, 
rider said, “I guess I haven’t been 
myself since Ted (Boody) died. He 
did my engines and helped me at the 
races. I really miss him.” 

Semi number two had the large 
crowd on its feet. Tammy Kirk, 
wearing pink leathers and riding a 
pink XR750, led the opening lap and 
the cheers of the crowd for the lady 
from Dalton, Georgia, nearly 
drowned out the sound of the motors. 
But Jorgensen put his Honda in 
front on lap two and kept it there 
to the finish line despite extreme 
mid-race pressure from Springsteen 
and Pete Hames. Springsteen kept 





the heat on all the way but Hames 
pulled out of the race on the eighth 
lap with what a crew member 
guessed was ignition system failure. 
“Tt just went silent,” he said. 

Jorgensen nipped Springsteen at 
the line, Kirk finished third and 
Bryan Villella took the fourth and 
final advancement spot. 


National. 

The 10-lap heat and semi races 
revealed that the 90-degree temper- 
ature and the Springfield oval’s 
ultra-fast corners were causing tire 
problems. “Look at that,” said 
Springsteen pointing to his H-D 
Motor Co./Bartel’s H-D-sponsored 
XR750’s rear tire. The right side of 
the tire, which had been flopped after 
his semi, showed that the heat 
buildup was folding over the tread 
blocks. “And that’s just from a 
semi,” said Springsteen knowing he 
faced two and a half times as many 
laps in the final. 

Mert Lawwill, who was tending 
to the Hap Jones/Electro Heavy 
Equipment-sponsored XRs of Gra- 
ham and Morehead, explained: “Side 
pressure on the tread blocks builds 
up tremendous heat. In the sipe 
marks, little slits, the heat just cooks 
the rubber and makes the blocks fold 
over on themselves.” 

Although riders said there was no 
way they could run 25 laps flat out, 
the racing that followed certainly 
appeared to be flat out-plus. 

With Filice scratching from the 
final, 16 riders were on the line in 
two six-man rows and a three-man, 
one-lady - Ms. Kirk - third row. 

At the flash of the green start light 
it was Shobert leading the Rolling 
Thunder Show off the line and 
around the oval on the opening lap. 
The scorers’ sheets after the opening 
lap showed the front runners to be 
— in addition to Shobert — Poovey, 
Parker, Carr, Farris and Jones. 

The next few laps saw those six 
riders form their own pack up front 
with another pack led by Jorgensen 
a short distance back. 


Shobert and Jones crossed the line . 


in a dead heat at the end of the eighth 
lap and Parker, Carr, Poovey and 
Farris were immediately behind 
them. The second pack, now run- 
ning back out of the front running 
pack’s draft, consisted of Jorgensen, 
Day, Springsteen, Morehead and 
Estep.

Lap 11 saw Kirk pull out of the 


race. “We don’t know... some- 
thing in the motor,” said the 
Smitty’s/Carlisle/Diamond/Bell/ 
Hi-Point/Kal-Gard Lou’s Leathers/ 
Maxie/NGK/Valvoline-sponsored 
Harley rider. 

On the 15th lap Don Howard 
coasted to a stop just past the start/ 
finish, the victim of unreported 
mechanical problems, and the six- 
man fight up front became a five- 
way battle as Carr slowed dramat- 
ically and began to drop back. He 
pulled out of the race and into the 
pits on the following lap. 

“A spark plug broke,” said Carr. 
“T don’t know if a rock hit it or what. 
I looked down and saw fire coming 
out of the head and I knew my day 
was finished.’’ Carr, who had won 
the 600cc National which was run 
prior to the Grand National final, 
was hoping to become the first dirt 
tracker to win two: National events 
the same day. 

Shuffling of positions in the front 
running pack and the following 
pack continued with five riders up 
front and six riders in the following 
pack. Morehead, who was fighting 
for a possible sixth place finish, 
suddenly slowed on lap 22 and 
dropped back out of the draft of the 
second pack. 

“It went on one (cylinder) for a 
moment and when it kicked back in 
it just ran flat,” said the winner of 
the previous Sunday’s San Jose Mile. 
He finished 11th. 





The remaining three laps saw 
Shobert, Parker, Farris, Poovey and 
Jones say the hell with tire wear as 
they upped the pace. The 23rd lap 
produced the fastest lap of the race, 
a blistering 103.279 mph lap. The 
five took their fight right down to 
the final lap and finished in that 
order. 

While it was obvious to all that 
Farris was third, Poovey fourth and 
Jones fifth, only referee Duke Olliges 
was confident that his eyes saw 
Shobert edge out Parker. Olliges was 
occupying a platform in front of the 
grandstands and directly over the 


start/finish line. Before the video- | 


tape revealed the winner, Olliges 
said, “It was Bubba by a couple of 
inches.” 

Shobert and Parker rolled to the 
line where they sat with their motors 
running, awaiting the officials 
decision, each hoping it would be 
him taking the checkered flag 
around the oval. After waiting 
several minutes without a decision 


being made, both shut off their. 


motors and congratulated one 
another. 

When it was announced Shobert 
was the winner, the Honda fans on 
hand cheered while the Harley fans 
groaned. 

Parker was clearly disappointed. 
“Sure I’m disappointed but I’m not 
giving up. I'll just keep going at it, 
trying hard week after week,” said 
Parker who wants only one thing in 
life - the Number One plate.

SPRINGFIELD, IL, MAY 29 
Chris Carr scored his fourth 
straight 600cc National Dirt 
Track Series win as he romped 
home the winner in the 15-lap 





Springfield Mile final. Riding the

sored, Mike Camphouse-tuned 
Harley-Davidson, Carr had a near“ 


perfect day. The Manteca, Califor 
nia, resident logged fast time in time 
trials, led his heat race from start to 
finish and then all but duplicated 
that performance in the final. 

Carr was involved in a furious race 
for eight of the 15-laps in the final 
that saw him lead all but the fifth 
lap, but on the 10th lap he opened 
up some breathing room over his 
challengers and that was that. 

Camel Pro Series Rookie of the 
Year Bryan Villella came out of 
seemingly nowhere, as he had in his 
heat. race, to finish second in the 
final, just ahead of third place 
finisher Durelle. 

“It was a good dice for the first 
few laps,” said Carr after the race. 
“But I was getting a real good drive 
out of two and four and that enabled 
me to break away a bit. I’ve got to 
thank my mechanic, Mike Camp- 
house, who has to be really happy 

` because he also tuned Byran’s (Vil- 
lella) bike.” 

Ron Wood Racing/Kushitani/ 
Lucas Farms/MC Racing/Shoei/ 
Cycle World/Tsubaki/Hog Wash/ 
Sunoco Race Fuel-sponsored, Wood- 
Rotax-mounted Villella said, “Chris 
is a tough guy to race against. I guess 
you could say I’m learning a lot.” 

Third place finisher Durelle said 
it was a “tough race. The bike 
worked for me and I was able to draft 
a couple of guys and hang in for 
third.” Durelle rode a Donahue H- 
D/Ron Wood Racing/Shoei/ 
General Engineering/Al Mith H-D- 
sponsored Wood-Rotax. 

Carr earned $1000 for the win, plus 
$50 for setting fast time and $500 via 
the Bill Bley Memorial Award. 
Villella received $655 for second, and 
third earned Durelle $425. 


Time Trials 

Seventy riders took time trial laps, 
hoping to be among the 36 riders 
who would qualify for the program. 
Carr was fast qualifier with a 36.266 
second, 99.266 mph lap. Michigan's 
Kevin Atherton was second quickest 
with a 36.495 second tour of the oval, 
and Durelle was third quickest at 
36.5155. 

Kris Kiser was the 36th and last 
rider to qualify for the program and 
cut-off time, logged by Kiser, was 
37.970 seconds. 


Heats 

Three 12-rider, eight-heat races 
were run with the first three finishers 
from each advancing directly to the 
final and the fourth through 11th 
place finishers from each going to 
one of two eight-lap semi-final races 
which would advance the top four 
finishers. : 

Don Estep pulled the holeshot at 
the start of the first heat but it was 
Carr in front of Estep and Don 
Howard by inches at the end of the 
opening lap. Carr wasted no time in 
opening up some breathing room 
and by the end of the third lap the 
question wasn’t whether or not he’d 
win, but by how much. While Carr 
romped home the winner by half a 
straightaway, Estep and Howard 
swapped second place back and forth 
until Howard locked into the posi- 
tion for good on the sixth lap. Estep 
finished an unchallenged third. 

The second heat saw Kevin Ather- 
ton, Dan Ingram and Dave Hebb 
battle in the early going. Atherton 


led the opening lap, Ingram the ' 


second, and Atherton the third and 
fourth. Laps five, six and seven saw 
Ingram and Atherton hit the line 
side-by-side with the edge to Indi- 
ana’s Ingram. z 
Suddenly, on the white flag lap, 
Villella charged from fourth, passed

Hebb who was running third, and 
hooked up with Ingram and Ather- 


_ ton for the final charge to the 
‘checkered flag with Hebb right on 


his tail. As the quartet came out of 
turn four the drafting maneuvers 
started and at the line it was Villella 
the winner by inches over Atherton, 
Ingram and Hebb. 

The third and final heat was a 
Davey Durelle romp. The Minnesota 
rider led from start to finish, far 
ahead of Daytona 600 National 
winner Will Davis, who ran unchal- 
lenged in second. Erick Gruber of 
Rockford, Illinois, finished third 
after a race long dice with eventual 
fourth place finisher Steve Labordus 
and fifth placed Roger Durkee. 


Semis 

Hebb; frustrated from his fourth 
place finish in his heat race, pulled 
the holeshot at the start of the first 
semi and after dicing with Ted 
Taylor and Billy Herndon for several 
laps he pulled away and went on to 
win by three-plus seconds. 

Herndon’s race came to an end 
with what appeared to be a blown 
motor on the third lap. While Hebb 
pulled away Taylor, Mark Gruber 
and Dave Camlin hooked up in a 
battle that ended at the finish line 
with Camlin taking second and 
Gruber third. Taylor was fourth and 
was out of the program. 

The second semi saw Bryan McDo- 
well, Craig Johnson, Steve Labordus 
and Roger Durkee go at it in a fight 
that had McDowell leading by inches 
at the line at the end of laps one, 
two and three, and Durkee in front 
by inches at the end of laps four and 
five. 

It was McDowell in front at the 
end of the final three laps with 
Labordus taking second and Durkee 
third. John Faulkner, Marc Gifford 
and Jim Sumner closed on the 
leading trio on the final lap but they 
all came up short and their day was 
over. 


National 

Carr pulled the holeshot at the 
start of the 15-lap final and at the 
end of the opening lap it appeared 
as though he’d go on unchallenged. 
But that was not to be as Ingram 
came from a second row start to run 
second, right on Carr’s rear fender, 
with Durelle, Howard, Kevin Ather- 
ton, Davis and Villella running right 
with them. The next handful of laps 
saw that pack of riders exchange 
positions all around the oval and in 
a near dead heat at the end of the 
fifth lap it appeared to be Durelle 
first across the line by inches with 
Ingram running second and Carr 
third.

But on 
lap seven Carr somehow managed to 
open up a gap over the six riders he 
had been dicing with and the former 
Camel Pro Series Rookie of the Year 
stretched his leading margin over 
remaining laps to win comfortably. 

With two laps remaining Davis’ 
Harley began smoking and he 
dropped back behind the pack to 
seventh where he would finish. 

Villella, Durelle, Ingram, Ather- 
ton and Howard crossed the line in 
that order to take the second through 
sixth place spots, some distance 
behind winner Carr. e

It’s Lawson again 
in Italian GP

IMOLA, ITALY, MAY 22 


Marlboro Yamaha’s Eddie Lawson won the 
Italian GP at Imola, leading from start to 
finish in immaculate style in a race that saw 
wildly fluctuating fortunes behind him. But 


one message emerged clearly 


from the fickle chicane-strewn . 


Dino Ferrari circuit... Wayne 
Gardner is back on his revised 
Rothmans Honda, and though his 
second place was 15 seconds down, 
Lawson can feel his hot breath down 
the back of his neck. 

Lucky Strike’s Wayne Rainey was 
a distant third, and Kevin Schwantz 
on the Pepsi Suzuki a solitary fourth, 
but the race had been much closer 
before a series of crashes spread the 
field out. 

The GP della Natione returned to 
Imola for the first time since 1983, 
after the track was refused homol- 
ogation for safety reasons. A pictu- 


. resque 3.124-mile circuit on hilly 


poet Imola substitutes chicanes 
or run-off area, and the addition of 
a fifth chicane rendered the track 
supposedly safe. Even so, it was lucky 
there were no serious injuries. 

The worst crash came after the 
finish. Ninth place finisher Ray- 
mond Roche had coasted across the 
line, his Cagiva out of engine. In 
10th, Tadahiko Taira crossed the 
line looking over his shoulder. He 
ploughed into Roche, breaking the 





Frenchman’s ankle and a bone in his 
own hand. 

Lucky Strike’s Kevin Magee fin- 
ished fifth, after a second-guess on 
tires went wrong; while both Didier 
de Radigues on the second Marlboro 
Yamaha and Gauloise Yamaha’s 
Christian Sarron were eliminated in 
dramatic high-side crashes, the 
former while challenging Gardner to 
regain second. 

In the 250cc class, Dominique 
Sarron took another start-to-finish 
win on his Rothmans Honda, chal- 
lenged until the closing stages by 
championship leader Sito Pons. 
Juan Garriga was third, with Masa- 
hiro Shimizu fourth. 

It was another race influenced by 
crashes... or rather one crash. Spa- 
niard Alberto Puig, riding the 
injured Carlos Cardus’ works 
Honda, ploughed into the first 
chicane way too fast on the first lap, 
and took six other riders down with 
him. Among them was hot-shot 
American John Kocinski, making 
his European debut on a new carbon- 
fiber Lucky Strike Yamaha TZ. 

Only one of the seven returned to 
finish - Donnie McLeod on the 7-

Up EMC, who rode a heroic race to 
llth. A 
The 125s and 80s also raced at 


Imola, giving Jorge Martinez his first _ 


chance to score a double victory on 
his Spanish Derbi. He took it. 

With uncharacteristic rain squalls 
sweeping the Imola circuit, practice 
at first became a task of setting up 
bikes for the wet while trying to stay 
wheels down. This latter require- 
ment was elusive: even Eddie Law- 
son tumbled on the very slippery 
surface, while another faller, Pier- 
Francesco Chili, said that after he got 
back on his feet, the track was so 
slippery that he almost fell over. 
Lawson’s Marlboro Yamaha team- 
mate de Radigues, pumped up to 
bursting point after testing at Imola 
the week before and being fastest in 
“untimed” practice the day before, 
actually crashed twice on the first 
day; Niall Mackenzie was another 
faller, also Schwantz and Ron Has- 
lam, while Gardner wisely kept out 
of harm’s way by staying in the pits. 

At this stage, Chili was quickest, 
with the Suzukis of Schwantz and a 
somewhat reconstituted McElnea 
next - but with the track fully wet 
in the afternoon, and everyone 
getting serious in case the race 
should be wet, everyone went 
quicker, and it was Schwantz who 
moved to the top, sensational as ever 
as he slid and spun the back wheel, 
quite casual on the apparent edge of 
disaster. 

Some blamed the car GP three 
weeks before for leaving rubber on 
the exit from the bends, others merely 
the perplexing and varied surface. 
Magee, who now moved to second, 
said: “You have to go off the racing 
line to get acceleration, and also on 
the way in to some bends;” while 
Team Roberts teammate Wayne 
Rainey added: “Some parts look 
slippery but aren’t; others look 
grippy but are as slick as hell.” 

Randy Mamola was back, pro- 
nouncing his banged head fully fit 
and the Cagiva’s Pirelli tires “300 
percent better than before, but still 
no good.” True to his wet reputa- 





tion, he charged round full slither, 
looking terrifying as the back 
skipped out on the fast left after the 
pits (one of many places where the 
guardrail hugs the trackside), but 
ending up seventh fastest in the wet 
after three sessions. ` 

At this stage, Gardner was sixth; 
but more changes were coming as the 
final session was at last dry. It was 
also extremely hectic, reminiscent of 
the best days of the 250 class, as a 
number of riders (including Chili, 
Mamola, Rainey and de Radigues) 
took turns to be fastest, and the times 
tumbled lap by lap. 

This went on right until the very 
end when the World Champion 
managed to snatch his first pole of 
the year. He slipped straight back to 
his old habits, saying “I could have 
gone faster, but there were some 
slower riders on my fast lap;” and 
was Clearly delighted with the revised 
Honda frame and its much-enhanced 
traction. “HRC misunderstood my 
requirements at the end of last year,” 
he said. “When we sat down together 
after Jarama, it was all cleared up. 
They sent a revised frame for testing 
at Rijeka - going back to last year’s 
geometry - and I knew after two laps 
that it was right. I felt really com- 
fortable... it was like slipping on an 
old shoe.” 

The simile was perhaps badly’ 
chosen, since he was wearing racing 
boots for the post-practice confer- 
ence, “the only shoes I can get on 
over my injured foot.” He had 
broken five bones in his left (gear- 
change) foot in a testing crash at 
Rijeka, and was wearing a special 
lightweight cast. Before the race, he 
denied any fractures, but afterwards 
he admitted it. “I didn’t want the 
other riders to know,” he said. “And 
I also didn’t want my parents in 
Australia to find out on TV.” 

Second on the grid was de 
Radigues, who had stolen a march 
by sorting out gearing and suspen- 
sion in the week before the race; 
while the others had insufficient dry 
practice time to catch up. A bare 
hundredth down came Sarron,

encouraged to be more aggressive by 
four finishes in the four races, and 
then Rainey, who (like everybody 
else) was complaining of a lack of 
dry time, which meant he was unable 
to cure front-wheel chatter problems 
that had returned. 

Schwantz was alongside him, 
claiming a small improvement to 
mid-range and top end on the Suzuki 
after “little mods to carbs and pipes 
made us closer than I thought we’d 
be. We’re still down on top speed, 
though.” Most watchers throught 
his speed was more down to his own 
spectacular knee-whacking riding 
style. 

This pushed Magee down to the 
second row, after his own attempt 
at a fast lap was baulked by slower 
riders. Trying to make up time, he 
then ran straight across the top 
chicane, for the second time that day! 
Unperturbed as ever, he grinned: “I 
got in a bit hot, and when I should 
have turned, the back wheel was in 
the air. I had to go across the grass.” 

Lawson was alongside him, slow- 
est in a seven-strong group all within 
the same second. “We lost some time 
trying to get the carburetion and 
gearbox right and looking for the 
combination. We’ll be there in the 
race, though, don’t worry.” 

Mamola was out of the elite group, 
but the second row was a worthy 
reward for superhuman efforts on the 
‘Cagiva. “The bike is fast, but it’s big 
and heavy. I’d put it on a level with 
last year’s Yamaha. Our problem is 
stability with the Pirelli tires. The 
latest front is real good, but the back 
is all over the place. But I’m still 
enjoying the challenge, and Pirelli 
are working real hard. We’re expect- 
ing them to helicopter in a new tire 
for the race tomorrow.” Chili was 
alongside him to complete the 
second row, the only Honda V-four 
rider not to get a new frame. 

Behind them, Mackenzie was 10th, 
and complained of problems trying 
to sort the suspension on the new 
frame. “The wheelspin is better, and 
the steering quicker, but the back 
jumps around accelerating uphill.” 

Alongside him, Roche managed to 





put his Cagiva ahead of Taira’s 
Yamaha, McElnea’s Suzuki and 
Igoa’s 1987 Yamaha, the Frenchman 
not full fit: in his return after 
breaking his shoulder in the U.S.A. 

The fourth row saw Haslam ahead 
of Yatsushiro, on the slowest works 
V-four, joined by Massimo Broccoli 
on a third Cagiva, then the first of 
the three-cylinder Hondas: Roger 
Burnett part-timing for Team 
Katayama. 

The times up front were desper- 
ately close, but the lack of dry 
practice time meant that several 
among them still had things to try 
in morning warm-up. Perhaps the 
race would not be so close after all. 

Lawson leapt into the lead from 
the start of the 25 lap GP, chased 
by Schwantz and de Radigues, with 
pole-starter Gardner pressing” hard. 
Lawson stayed there until the end, 
reporting afterwards: “The bike ran 
perfect all the way. I had no problems 
at all - though the rear tire was 
spinning a lot, it stayed consistent 
throughout.” 

De Radigues forced his way past 
Schwantz on lap two, with Gardner 
in his wake, then by lap four the 
Australian was through, and ready 
to challenge his major champion- 
ship rival. Lawson wasn’t ready to 
be challenged, though, and held the 
gap at around 1.5 seconds until lap 
10, when Gardner set his best lap, 
and closed right up to the Yamaha’s 
tail. 

It was quite like old times again, 


` as Lawson put his head down and 


opened up a small breathing space, 
only to be under pressure again on 
lap 14. But the next time round, the 
gap was five seconds, and from then 
on it continued to stretch to, 15 
seconds at the end. 

Sure enough, Gardner had a prob- 
lem. “I was going to try and pass 
Eddie on the pit straight, because my 
bike wasa little faster than his there... 
but I never got that far. I made a 
mistake at one of the chicanes, and 
ran onto the dirt. I had to put my 
foot down - my injured foot - to save 
the bike, and it hurt like hell. After 
that, I only wanted to finish.”

Behind them, Schwantz had been 
taken by Rainey on lap six, with both 
of them closing on de Radigues and 
the whole group catching up with 
Gardner. Then de Radigues, who 
was trying very hard indeed, oblig- 
ingly overcooked it and went flying 
over the handlebars on lap 1l, 
handing third to Rainey. A short 
while before, Schwantz had run out 
of brakes and run straight over one 
of the chicanes, relieving Rainey of 
pressure from behind. 

The Californian had his own 
brake problems, and was another 
who, took an excursion onto the 
grass. “It was at the first chicane, and 
I knew that if I just ran on straight 
they’d make me go back and rejoin 
the track where I'd left it. I had to 
kinda pretend to take the chicane, 
running across the grass, back onto 
the pavement where I slowed and 
turned it, then back across the grass 
onto the exit. If there’d been any 
curbs, Id never have made it.” He 
could do nothing about catching the 
slowing Gardner, so they held sta- 
tion for the rest of the race. 

Magee had chosen a hard com- 
pound Dunlop, to avoid the problem 
that had slowed him at Jerez. “It was 
hard at the start watching the other 





guys drive away, and not being able 
to do anything about it,” he said. 
“But I hoped they’d come good for 
me at the finish.” They didn’t, but 
by then he’d been overtaken by other 
drama. 

On lap five, he had taken sixth 
from Chili, but by lap nine Sarron 
had come by him, soon to be fol- 
lowed by slow-starting Mackenzie. 
Just then, Sarron performed his 
familiar high-side manuever, put- 
ting both Mackenzie and Magee off 
the track at the same time. Mackenzie 
fell.on the grass, but remounted to 
rejoin way down in 15th, starting 
another hard ride through the field, 
but Magee managed to stay on board, 
losing six seconds and what was now 
fifth place to Chili. 

He soon caught and passed the 
Italian, but he wouldn’t go away, 
and Magee had to put in another 
effort before he could be sure of fifth. 
“I’m disappointed in the finish,” he 
said later. “But I’m pleased with the 
points.” Eleven of them moved him 
up to fourth in the title chase. 

Mackenzie, going gangbusters, 
fought his way up the field again, 


bringing Ron Haslam with him as .. 


he passed privateer Alessandro Valesi 
and the steady but undramatic McEl- 
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Sito Pons, who leads the 250cc World Championship, finished second 
at Imola to maintain his slim lead over Juan Garriga. 





nea. Then Haslam ran off the track, 
his Elf 5 stricken with unidentified 
suspension problems that deprived 
him of the ability to brake hard, and 
though he pulled the black bike out 
of the marbles to rejoin the race, he 
was well down the order, and fin- 
ished 16th, out of the points. 

Mackenzie couldn’t catch the four- 
strong group ahead of him, who were 
having a great scrap. Towards the 
end, Roche was leading Mamola on 
the pair of Cagivas (the third one, 
ridden just for this race by Broccoli, 
had retired), but the two Japanese- 
ridden works V-fours, Taira’s 
Yamaha and Yatsushiro’s Honda, 
were giving them plenty of trouble, 
and frequently nosing ahead on the 
straights. Mamola expained: “My 
new tire had stability, but Roche had 
drive on me, so I couldn’t get by, 
and the Japanese bikes had more 
power than both of us. On the last 
lap, I rode around Roche on a fast 
bend, which was the only place I 
could do it.” 

He led the group across the line 
to take seventh, but then Roche’s 
engine died on the final run up to 
the flag, and he lost another place 
to the fortunate Yatsushiro. Then 
came Taira, looking over his 
shoulder. When he looked ahead 
again, it was to see Roche almost 
stationary right in front of him, and 
the collision was as spectacular as 
it was unavoidable. 

With Mackenzie 11th and McElnea 
12th, Valesi took 13th, only one lap 
behind the leader, followed by Marco 
Gentile’s four-in-line Fior. The last 
point went to Igoa - a good result 
since he was still in pain from his 
Laguna Seca crash. 

Kocinski’s all-new carbon-fiber 
framed Lucky Strike TZ250, further 
distinguished by bulbous bodywork, 
turned out to be suffering from a lack 
of development time, which was 
further denied it by the weather, and 
only in the last dry session did the 
promising 20-year-old get going, 
circulating in company with World 
Champion Anton Mang’s Rothmans 
Honda to place 13th, and actually 
one place ahead of the German. “At 
least now I know where the track is 
going.” Kocinski said. 

Up front, Sarron dominated all 
sessions wet and dry, while at the end 
Lavado (once again showing the old 
magic that he seems to have trouble 











finding in the race) and Jerez winner 
Garriga pushed up into second and 
third. The Yamaha YZR.-riders had 
new exhaust pipes here, but none of 
the new cylinders they’d hoped for. 
It was enough for Cadalora also to 
make the front row, just behind 
Pons’ Honda, which was fitted not 
only with a new adjustable rear 
suspension rocker, but also an anti- 
slipstreaming seat (closed in under- 
neath), both designed by former 
constructor Antonio Cobas. 

The second row was an exclusive 
Honda NSR affair: Roth, Shimizu, 
Puig and Cornu. Surprisingly, 
though, times were more spread out 
than the 500s... only the five leaders 
were within the same second, and it 
was lower down the grid that the 250s 
closed ranks in the usual manner. 

Martin Wimmer on the top TZ led 
the third row, then came the pair of 
Aprilia V-twins of Reggiani and 
Casanova (until now the former 125 
star has been on last year’s parallel 
twin), joined by Kocinski and Mang. 

Another ’88-style race saw the tight 
packs of yesteryear replaced by 
runaway leaders and small groups of 
pursuers. This time it was Sarron 
whose Honda led from start to finish. 
Though he was chased hard for most 
of the race by Pons (hard enough for 
the Frenchman to keep breaking the 
lap record), the Spanish champion- 
ship leader was eventually content 
with second place, as long as it was 
ahead of his main title rival Juan 
Garriga. 

He, meantime, excelled on the 
Yamaha, but nonetheless gradually 
lost ground in third place, until an 
off-track excursion caused by a 
shattered rear tire brought him 
within sight of fourth-placed Masa- 
hiro Shimizu. The Japanese Honda 
rider redoubled his efforts to catch 
him, but Garriga was able to 
respond, and to stretch a 2.5-second 
gap to four seconds at the end. 

It may have been closer had the 
Spaniard Puig not taken out six 
others in his first lap crash. One was 
Kocinski. “It was real packed, and 
I was just turning into the first 
chicane when his blue bike came past 
me so fast and all locked up. I knew 
he had no chance of making it. When 
he went down, so did I.” He 
was high-sided at low speed, picked 
up his new special-framed TZ, put 
the fuel tank back on, and tried to

escape from the grip of the mar- 
shalls... until they pointed out fuel 
gushing from beneath the bike. ““The 
fuel line had pulled off the carbs.”’ 

This left the field somewhat 
depleted, but there was still a bit of 
close action behind the leaders, with 
Reggiani the first to seize fourth 
place, soon joined by Shimizu, ahead 
of Cadalora, Cornu, Mang, Roth, 
Lavado and Ruggia. 

Reggiani was riding the Aprilia 
desperately, but an even more dra- 
matic Shimizu was keen to attack, 
and when he did so he seemed to cut 
in front of the Italian into one of 
the chicanes on the fifth lap. Then 
the group started to break up, with 
Shimizu escaping ahead, Cadalora 
behind him, Mang delaying the 
pursuit, and Lavado in any case 
dropping back. 

By half distance, both Roth and 
Cornu had passed Mang, the former 
going on to harry Cadalora and even 
to lead him briefly, before himself 
making a braking mistake at a 
chicane, and dropping way out of 
touch in the closing laps. 

Mang’s uncharacteristic slide 
backwards was caused by an unusual 
and somewhat abstruse mistake; 
when starting the bike, the mechan- 
ics had forgotten to touch the button 
that activates the electronic power 
valve mechanism. The subsequent 
bad running was misdiagnosed as 
too-rich carburetion, and the needle 
jets were hurriedly leaned out (Mang 
managed to squeeze in two warm- 
up laps while the others did one). 
By the time the real problem was 
discovered, it was too late to re- 
correct the carburetion, and as the 
race progressed his problems were 
compounded by a brake problem. 

With Cornu now a solitary sev- 
enth, ninth-placed Lavado seemed 
inspired by the sight of Mang’s back 
wheel as he had not only escaped the 
Frenchman but caught and passed 
Cornu with two laps to go. Ruggia 
proceeded to pressure Mang, who 
(now almost brakless) messed up one 
of the chicanes, and dropped to a 
distant 10th. 

Wimmer had been llth, but 
crashed after six laps, leaving the 
place to be disputed between Auinger 
and Herweh; but McLeod was on his 
way from last place, another victim 
of Puig, in one of the more impres- 
sive rides of the race, and on the way 
through he broke up a number of 
complacent groups of slower riders. 
In the end he brought Herweh in his 
wake on his way to llth, leaving 
Harald Eckl, Stefano Caracchi, and 
Auinger to the last of the points. 








In the 125cc race, Honda’s humi- 
liation at the hands of Derbi con- 
tinued, in spite of the efforts of early 
race leader Ezio Gianola. One of the 
most stylish riders in racing, head 
behind the screen even in mid- 
corner, he harried the Derbis of 
Martinez and Manuel Herreros. 

Eventually, he managed to bat 
Herreros off onto the grass, and as 
Martinez drew away ahead it 
appeared that Gianola may be able 
to hang on to second. Then, on the 
last lap, the Italian rode over the curb 
and took to the grass, and Herreros 
slipped by to make it a Derbi one- 


wo. 

World Champion Fausto Gresini 
missed the race after crashing heavily 
and injuring his back in morning 
practice. 

The 80cc class was another Mar- 
tinez Derbi benefit, with the Spa- 
niard lingering awhile to play with 
teammates Herreros and Criville and 
the Hungarian Krauser rider Juhasz 
Karoly, a luxury he could allow 
himself because main rival Stefan 
Doerflinger had made a poor start. 

When Doerflinger arrived up 
front, he passed everybody... except 
Martinez, who got his head down 
and maintained a five-second lead 
until the end. e

Geboers closes 
gap in Finland

RUSKEASANTA, FINLAND, MAY 15 


Eric Geboers moved to within 22 points of 
HRC teammate David Thorpe and trails 
Kurt Nicoll by three points after four rounds 
of the 500cc World Motocross Champion- 


ship when he repeated his 1986 
double moto win at the Rus- 
keasanta sand pits just outside 
the Finnish capital of Hel- 


sinki. Geboers’ victory also. marked 
the 100th overall motocross GP win 
for Honda. 

The injury absence of Hakan 
Carlqvist, a zero score for the day for 
Jacky Vimond after he was the center 
of a controversial red-flagging of the 
first attempt to start the first moto, 
rigged starts for home heroes Kurt 
Ljungqvist and Ismo Vehkonen and 
mechanical drama for the top four 
in the standings made it a memorable 
Grand Prix. 





With a few of. the top names 
missing the trip to Finland due to 
injuries, there were immediate fears 
of another big name going out as 
Vimond lay motionless on the 
ground before the first turn and six 
more went down in the corner itself. 

“Jacky had about half a bike 
length on me as the pack converged 
on the first left-hander when he 
suddenly veered to the right,” said 
fast-qualifier Billy Liles. “He must 
have been run over.” 

With Vimond refusing treatment 
by anyone other than his personal 
medical advisor as he feared injuries 
to his back, the organizers prepared 
to show the red flags. Seconds before

Geboers, who had stormed past 
Ljunggqvist for the lead, approached 
the end of the first lap, Vimond 
agreed to be moved from the track 
but it was too late to reverse the red- 
flag decision and tempers flared as 
riders went back to the pit box and 
mechanics ran back for fuel to top 
off the tanks. 

HRC European race manager 
Steve Whitelock said, “If that son of 
a bitch gets up now and starts the 
rerun, I’m going to nominate him 
and his physio for Oscars. They sure 
deserve them.” 

In the end Whitelock could thank 
the stoppage for the win. “Keith 
Thorpe noticed that there were prob- 
lems with the countershaft sprocket 
as we waited and we quickly changed 
them on both machines,” he said. 

More drastic work was needed on 
Nicoll’s Kawasaki. The Englishman 
had fallen after hitting the rear wheel 
of Jacky Martens’ KTM and the 
green machine was a wreck. The rear 
sub frame was changed and the bike 
generally straightened, but there was 
no time to work on the exhaust 
which was fouling the rear wheel and 
the clutch lever which fell off on the 
first lap of the restart. 

Even worse for Dirk Geukens, who 
held seventh in the standings, as he 
had gone back to the pits after the 
crankcases were holed in the first 
turn. His mechanic changed motors 
within the half hour but the Belgian 
was excluded from the restart because 
all work had to be carried out in the 
pre-parc. 

Vehkonen, who had missed the 
signal at the first attempt, joined 
Ljungqvist in jumping the start of 
the rerun and Geboers was with 
them. 

“Eric was gone before the gate 
dropped,” complained Thorpe dur- 
ing the interval. “It looks as though 
you qualify for inside knowledge on 
the start if you have a Finnish 
mechanic too!” 

Thorpe and arch rival Nicoll were 
eighth and 10th after a lap as the 
front three opened up a lead. 

“I sat behind Ismo and Kurt for 
a couple of laps to study their lines 
and then moved past. I got Ljungq- 
vist on the first attempt, but Ismo 
took a little longer,” said Geboers 
after the race as he won by 100 yards, 
having settled down to maintaining 
that lead after passing the two Finns. 

Liles had started fourth but was 
soon displaced*by Kees Van der Ven 
before the Dutchman’s KTM threw 
a chain and he retired after losing 
a complete lap. Liles couldn’t catch 
the front three but looked good for 
fourth until he lost second gear, a 





must on the sandy track littered with 
massive jumps. s 

Although Mervyn Anstie and 
Thorpe were close to Liles when he 
went out on the half hour it was 
Nicoll who had looked most likely 
to catch Liles earlier. Sweeping past 
Thorpe and pulling away with ease 
Nicoll was right on Liles when the 
replacement rear sub frame broke 
and he lost the seat, dropping to 10th 
as he adjusted to the new riding style. 
Rob Andrews was then given pit 
signals to drop behind Nicoll and 
defend his teammate by weaving in 
front of any attackers. Only fellow 
Brit Jared Smith got past as England 
put six men in the top 10 at the 
finish. 

There were inevitable jeers at the 
team racing from rivals, but the same 
people would have called Kawasaki 
Europe Manager Alec Wright a fool 
if he hadn’t directed operations from 
trackside since Nicoll is going for 
gold and for Andrews it was only his 
first score of the year. 

The visitors took it into their own 
hands to preventa second rigged start 
as Kawasaki mechanic Laurence 
Spence was detailed to obscure the 
man identified as responsible for 
signalling both the starter and the 
Finnish riders. The starter hesitated 
at the first attempt, held the gate for 
10 seconds and a dozen riders flew 
over the barrier. After regrouping 
they tried again and the gate dropped 
before Vehkonen and Ljungqvist 
realized that there was to be no signal 
this time. They both faced a long 
chase through for eventual seventh 
and eighth placings. 

Geboers needed no such advan- 
tage, leading from the start with Van 
der Ven second all the way and 
Martens third until he fell under 
pressure from Nicoll, who had come 
from seventh to cross the line in Van 
der Ven’s wheel tracks. 

Thorpe finished a distant fifth 
after starting llth as Leif Persson 
continued his terrible year, elimi- 
nated from the top six by clutch 
failure after ignition problems put 
him out of the first moto. Vimond 
made the second moto and split 
Ljungqvist and Vehkonen until his 
Yamaha threw its chain. 

Liles advanced from 18th to 10th 
to score his first points since the first 
round in Austria. ə

request by state parks employees. 
Bates said the vote at the May 13 
meeting effectively overruled the 
recommendation of State Parks 
Director Henry Agonia that OHVs 
be allowed to use Anza Borrego 
Desert State Park. 

Agonia, who last year closed Anza- 
Borrego to OHV use, reopened the 
park to OHV use this year after 
reaching a compromise with 
CORVA officials. 

Legally, an action by the Parks 
Commission is advisory only, but the 
May 13 vote will be a thorn in 
Agonia’s side because he could be 
sued if he doesn’t follow commission 
recommendations. Agonia has 
shown a willingness in recent 
months to work with the OHV 
community. 

The OHV Commission is explor- 
ing the possibility of taking legal 
action if the Parks Commission fails 
to reverse the decision. 


In other action the OHV 
Commission: 

Voted unanimously to temporar- 
ily operate Prairie City OHV park 
near Sacramento with state person- 
nel while searching for a private 
concessionaire to operate the park on 
a permanent basis. The vote followed 
a failed motion by Commissioner 
Marge Sutton, seconded by Commis- 
sioner Hugh McGuigan and also 
voted for by Commissioner Betty 
Morris, to operate Prairie City 
permanently as a State Vehicular 
Recreation Area (SVRA). 

Unnanimously voted to oppose 
Proposition 70, a $776 million bond 
measure to raise money for the Parks 
Department, because OHV users 
would not benefit from the initiative 
but would face higher taxes; 


Unanimously approved a motion 
to begin acquisition of Rough Acres 
Ranch in San Diego County; the 
1960 acre ranch would cost $3.1 
million and would substantially 
compliment the Bureau of Land 
Management’s Lark Canyon OHV 
area. 

In nonaction items: 

The Acquisition Committee 
reported the Commmission will 
consider an 800-acre addition to 
Hollister Hills SVRA which would 
cost $2.3 million. 

Waldheim asked the media to alert 
SVRA users that dumping camper/ 
motorhome holding tanks on the 
ground is a violation of health and 
safety laws. 

Jerry Counts, representing AMA/ 
District 37, asked that the Angeles 
National Forest either open a 600- 
acre riding area or refund the $1.4 
million from the state OHV fund 
used to build a road to the area; the 
riding area was reduced by forest 
officials from 600 open acres to 29 
open acres. 

Commissioners listened to a 
parade of people who asked for 
improvement in access to Pismo 
Dunes SVRA. Local residents want 
southern access and environmental- 
ists are seeking northern access. The 
Coastal Commission recently said 
the number of campers allowed into 
Pismo Dunes may be increased. 

Waldheim asked why several items 
due on the action log were not 
completed. Deputy Director Leon 
Chauvet said he has been traveling 
a lot and his secretary was working 
only half time, which prompted 
Chairman Eugene Chappie to say, 
“Tf staff can’t get the job done, we 
should fire ’em.’’ The comment 
brought applause from the audience. 

The next OHV Commission will 
be held in Sacramento, July 21-22. e

1988 ISDE Qualifier Series: Round 4 
Hough hangs tough 
in Rose City

ROSE CITY, MI, MAY 20-21-22 


Kurt Hough, who has recently been second 
overall in what appears to be every race he 
rides, broke his jinx by taking the overall 
victory at the Bentwheels Club’s Three-Day 


ISDE Qualifier. 


Hough, riding a modified - 


Kawasaki KX250, was the fast- 
est rider in the majority of the 
motocross and terrain tests. 

A lost route mark on day one, 
however, forced Hough to spend the 
next fwo days trying to catch a young 
Randy Hawkins on his modified 
Suzuki RM. The determined Indiana 
rider consistently kept on the pres- 
sure in the tests and kept clean marks 
the rest of the event to come within 
striking distance for the final moto- 
cross test. 

In that test, Hough got a second 


place start to Team Green teammate 
Grant Palenske with Hawkins back 
in fourth. When Palenski made an 
apparent bobble in a tight turn, 
Hough took full advantage to storm 
to a commanding lead, while Haw- 
kins and Larry Roeseler struggled to 
gain ground in the heavy dust of 
Palenske’s KX250. It only took a wait 
for the official times of the other two 
terrain tests of the third day to be 
posted, to see that Hough had won 
the overall. 

The qualifying events, like the 
Six-Days itself, really starts before the 
first rider leaves. On Thursday the 
small town of Rose City welcomed 





competitors from all over the U.S. 
and even a few from Canada for this 
round of three events to determine 
the riders who will represent the 
United States in the ISDE in France 
in September. ; 

The saying, “Everything’s the 
same, only different’’ definitely 
applied to the teams and riders 
present for impounding. New was 
the presence of Kawasaki Team 
Green, headed by manager Mark 
Johnson. The squad was in full force 
with veteran Roeseler on a modified 
KX250, along with Hough, former 
Husky rider Fred Hoess, Californian 
Palenske and Idaho’s Reed Bright. 

On modified KX125s were Jeff 
Fredette, the “Lone Kawboy” who 
wasn’t alone. anymore; Aaron 
Hough, after an unsuccessful season 
so far on Cagiva; Robbie Neely, Plus 
25 class Motocross Champion and 
recent National Hare Scrambles class 
winner; Jeff Miller, and Donnie 
Simone. In the Open class, Team 
Green was represented by National 
Hare & Hound racer Paul Krause, 
and Six-Day vet John Nielsen. 

The only other team of note was 
Suzuki’s development squad on 
modified RM250s, headed by Charles 
Halcomb, manager and racer, with 


current National Enduro Series 


leader Randy Hawkins and Dave 
Bertram riding along with Dirt 
Rider’s Tom Webb. 

The omnipresent Husky team 








from the past years was gone, with 
Terry Cunningham soloing on a 125 
Cagiva. Noticeably absent was Ed 
Lojak and. Mark Hyde. 

California’s Big John Haaker was 
there on his four-stroke Husky along 
with Husky dealer David Rhoades. 
KTM was supporting Dirt Bike’s Ed 
Arnet, with KTM’s star Kevin Hines 
absent with a reported knee injury 
suffered from mountain biking. 
KTM dealer Bob Bean was riding a 
modified 250 motocross KTM. 

Fritz Kadlec was there on his new 
YZ250, and California enduro ace 
Rick Daniel was also present with 
his Yamaha Y¥Z490. A new face in 
the crowd belonged to, Yamaha- 
mounted Jimmy Lewis of Califor- 
nia; Lewis had snuck away from 
college for a week to try his hand 
at the qualifiers. 

Jeff Irwin showed up. with a used 
Erik McKenna Honda CR500; 
Texas’ Todd Harris was also Honda 
mounted, a CR250. The 0-350 Four- 
Stroke class featured an all Honda 
XR lineup, led by Drew Smith on 
the bike he rode in Poland last year, 
with southerner Dwight Rudder, 
Californian Bill Fullmer Jr., Mich- 
igan’s former trophy rider Brian 
Mull, and the wild Taz Harvey. 

In the Over 500 Four-Stroke class, 
Scott Summers, recently off a fourth 
overall performance in Washington 
at the National Hare Scrambles, was 
also here to give it a try. There was 
no team from Honda, but the entry 
numbers showed Honda to have the 
most bikes entered. 

It had been dry in Michigan, and 
day one started with a light mist. The 
riders immediately went to the first 
motocross test, and this the Bent- 
wheels Club had prepared the for- 
merly grassy field to motocross specs, 
complete with tabletop jumps. Dust 
wasa problem for the MX and would 
stay a problem for the entire event. 

Following the test, the only real 
trail problem encountered in the 
event occured. Part of the course 
from day two and day three used the 
same section, and riders unfamiliar 
with the markings thought they were 
lost and wandered around looking 
for the proper trail. Those who just 
continued rejoined the day one 
arrows again without losing time. In 
addition, there was a mud hole that 
consumed more than one Califor- 
nian, although’ Roeseler came 
through.clean. 

Noteworthy riders who lost time 
in the section were Cunningham 
with 12 points, Kurt Hough with one

point, Bean with one point, John 
Neilsen with four points, and Scott 
Summers with one point. Hoess 
suffered a broken ankle that put him 
out of action, and in turn he ended 
up with 16 points. 

The schedule was pretty tight all 
day, with the veterans enjoying the 
pace and the newcomers struggling 
to stay on time. Two terrain tests, 
timed going in and timed going out, 
combined with the motocross test at 
the end of the day left the racers to 
prepare for two more days. After 
tallying up scores, Aaron Hough was 
smoking the 125cc class with blis- 
tering motocross and terrain tests. 
Robbie Neeley was second with a fast 
motocross test, but was slightly 
slower in the unfamiliar woods of 
the terrain test. An impressive Jimmy 
Lewis, on his Yamaha, was third 
with Fredette fourth. 

In the 250cc class, Hawkins led 
Roeseler by 22 seconds with Suzuki's 
Dave Bertram third, back another 
one second. In fourth was the new 
face of Joe Zeirman with very com- 
petitive test times. Behind him was 
Kurt Hough, saddled with 60 points 
from the trail, but roosting in the 
special test, winning three of the 
four. In fifth was Halcomb, who 
showed style and speed in the moto- 
cross tests, but was slightly off the 
pace of the eastern woods riders in 
the terrain tests. 

In the Open. class, Jeff Irwin 
motored the big Honda, that looked 
like it had already seen many moto- 
cross tracks, around in good shape 
to lead the class. Following were 
Krause, Daniels, Charlie Kouba, 
Duke Lambert on a YZ490, and 
Neilsen. 

Smith led the 0 to 350 Four-Stroke 
class of all XRs by 45 seconds over 
Dwight Rudder, with Brian Mull 
following. 

Haaker powered the test to lead the 
over 500 Four-Stroke class over 
Rhoades and Summers. 

Overall tallying showed Hawkins 
in the lead with 1290 points. Behind 
him in the top five were Hough with 
1301 on the 125, Roeseler with 1312, 
Dave Bertram with 1313, and Joe 
Zierman with 1323. There was also 
some discussion about penalties for 
not stopping at stop signs; the club 
had been very direct about telling the 
riders that they must stop for signs, 
and that the Forest Rangers would 
be there taking numbers. Anyone 
caught not stopping would be dis- 
qualified. After it was all said and 
done, they decided to penalize riders 
who did not stop at all 1000 points, 
while those that made the effort to 
stop, but who did a rolling stop got 
no penalty.

Summers and Missouri rider Greg 
Surdyke got the full 1000, while 
second place overall Aaron Hough 
came through clean on points for a 
“rolling stop.” 

Day two promised much less trail 
with 125 miles compared with 170 
miles for day one. The schedules 
were much looser, with spare time 
of up to 15 minutes. Day two was 
also a Michigan District Enduro 
which was scored separately. Alan 
Randt on a KTM won for district 
points. 

In the 125cc class, Aaron Hough 
continued to dominate with out- 
standing speed and form in the tests 
to lead second place by almost two 
minutes, with a total of 2307. Jeff 
Fredette moved up into second at 
2432, with Neely in third at 2439. 

The hotly-contested 250cc class 
had Hawkins maintaining his posi- 
tion at 2296. Roeseler powered the 
KX to a tie with Kurt Hough for fast 
time in the second test to stay in 
second at 2303. Hough at 2321, 
coming back strong from the 60- 
point deficit, Bertram at 2324 was 
fourth. Back in seventh Halcomb 
styled the motocross test with fast 
times in both. 





The Open class had settled in with 
Irwin leading over Daniel and 
Krause. Smith continued to lead the 
small Four-Stroke class with a 63- 
point advantage over Rudder. Only 
four riders finished the day in the 
Over -500 Four-Stroke class, with 
Haaker leading Rhoades, Summers 
and Californian Mark Mangold on 
an Honda XR600. 

The promise of rain was only 
partially fulfilled with light showers 
in the evening. Day three was to be 
the shortest, but would feature the 
most new trails. 

Two tough, tight terrain tests, 
combined with the morning moto- 
cross test and the final motocross test 
run in groups of 10 would determine 
the final outcome.

A surprising DNF was the always 
finisher Drew Smith, who thought 
the bottom end on his XR had seen 
enough Six-Days mileage. 

Problems in the terrain tests with 
a big fifth gear crash slowed Bertram. 
Aaron Hough mistook spectators for 
the end of the second terrain test and 
lost time. 

As the first riders finished the 
course and came to the final moto- 
cross test, the club prepared the 
groups for their motos. The first race 
was the top 10 125cc class riders from 
day two results. Getting the holeshot 
in this dead engine race was Jimmy 
Lewis on his Yamaha YZ125. Close 
behind was Aaron Hough and Cun- 
ningham. Hough passed Lewis on 
the second lap and stormed to an 
impressive win. Filling out the class 
was Fredette, Lewis, and Neely. 

The 250cc class was the one that 
everyone was waiting for. Getting 
the start was Palenske, but hot on 
his heels was the charging Kurt 
Hough. In a tight pack were Roe- 
seler, Hawkins, Bertram and Kadlec. 
Team Green’s Mark Johnson was 
hot as Palenske held up Kurt Hough 
with the others behind in the heavy 
dust.

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A Twist of the Wrist 


Keith Code’s A Twist of the 
Wrist successfully makes the 
jump from paperback to silver 
screen in this, the California 
Superbike School founder’s first 
ideo effort. 

A Twist of the Wrist: The Video 
follows Code’s first book chapter-by- 
chapter, but adds recent additions to 
the school’s program such as a 
discussion on “sense of speed” and 
the use of an outrigger-equipped 
bike for braking drills. 

Code’s director, Paul Winters, uses 
a variety of special effects. An 
especially effective usage occurs 
during the chapter called “What You 
See.” The television screen is reduced 
to small circular views of the track 
which are used to illustrate what 
happens when you don’t have 
enough reference points (RPs) and 
become “‘lost.’’ By stringing the RPs 
together, Code shows how to make 
the pieces of the puzzle fit. 

The video was shot with eight 
different camera angles which ‘pro- 
vide exacting views of the riders’ 
techniques. Among the riders is 
former AMA F-2 champ Donnie Greene. 

Numerous comic asides prevent 
the one hour and 47 minute video 
from becoming an overwhelming 
onslaught of information. The view 
from inside a helmet as a corner 
worker asks, “Hey buddy, are you 
alright?” is well worth the price of 
admission. 

Code is excellent as the narrator. 
He has a strong visual presence — 
“star quality” if you like — and his 
dialogue is entertaining yet to-the- 
point. The video closes with Code 
sitting side-saddle and reading A 
Twist of the Wrist as he rides off into 
the distance. What symbolism, if 
any, this is meant to conjure is 
beyond me. . . but it is funny. 

Is it worth the money? Maybe. If 
you’ve read the ($14.95) book, you 
won’t be learning much from the 
video; you'd be better off putting the 
money towards tires to practice what 
Code preaches. But if you haven’t 
read the book, or lack the inclination 
to do so — if an armchair pilot’s 
guide to motorcycle road racing is 
what you need — then this is the 
video for you.

Silver Anniversary Widowmaker Hillclimb 


Kimball reclaims gold 
at 25th Widowmaker

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, MAY 22 


Mel Kimball Jr. joined hillclimbing’s elite 
today with an aggressive, successful run at 
the serpentine, 1500-foot face of the famous 
(or infamous) Widowmaker Hillclimb. 


Kimball’s run was the only 
successful shot at climbing the 
hill via the serpentine, ledge- 
filled, 15-foot wide open exhi- 
bition lane during the normal com- 
petition. The winning run on his 
1125cc Honda four-cylinder gave 
Kimball the overall win and his 
second victory at the best known 
climb in the world. 

Robert Horban had made.a good 
try at keeping the $1000 for the first 
rider over the hill from Kimball 
when he made what looked like a 
clean go of the tougher 700cc Exhi- 
bition class. A check of the bound- 
ries, though, revealed that he had 
been briefly out of bounds and the 
run was disqualified. 


After the regular climb, the top 10 
riders in each Exhibition class paid 
$50 each for a winner-take-all run 
at the hill. During the shoot-out, 
Horban cleaned the same hill that 
Kimball had topped earlier to prove 
that the former class C racer’s run 
was no fluke. 

Unfortunately for Horban, Travis 
Whitlock took a Honda CR500R, 
similar to Horban’s, over the open 
exhibition hill for a faster time. That 
gave Whitlock the win and the cash. 

Whitlock, like Kimball, comes 
from a hillclimbing family, and he 
has been something of a pheno- 
menon in this shoot-out in past 
years. He borrowed his father’s Open 
Expert bike when he was 14-years- 
old to become the youngest rider to 
ever top the hill. Last year, he tied 





with multi-winner Kerry Peterson in 
the shoot-out. 

This year he was on the way to 
good runs when he broke chains in 
three out of four of his chances. He 
made good in his last chance for the 
day. When asked about his seeming 
aptitude for the shoot-out, Whitlock 
said, “I guess I just get mad at the 
end of the day.” 

Todd Whitlock took the 700cc 
exhibition win, and Debbie Whi- 
tlock topped first time climber 
Candy- Hateley in the Powder Puff 
class. Debbie may have won a two- 
rider class, but she blasted to 660 feet, 
one of the highest runs on that hill 
for Sportsmen and old men’s classes. 

As climb announcer Jack Carlton 
constantly reminded the spectators, 
there was a time when it seemed a 
Utahn couldn’t buy a winner for the 
Widowmaker. Winning the Widow- 
maker is easy for Utahns now — as 
long as your name is Kimball. 

Mel Jr. was the first rider from 
Utah to win the climb with a ride 
over the top. Kimball’s father, Mel 
Sr., was the first Utah rider to win 
the hillclimb back in the ’70s. Mel 
Jr. won in 1986, his brother Kenny 
Kimball kept the traveling trophy in 
the family room in 1987, and Mel 
Jr. made sure the trophy was back 
in the house with less than a day’s 
absence this year. Brother Kenny 
strengthened the family domination 
of the climb’by taking second in the 
Open Exhibition class this year. 
Then Mel grabbed fourth in: the 
700cc Exhibition class with Kenny 
eighth.

Like last year, the Bees Motorcycle 
Club ran three hills on a lower face 
of the Point of the Mountain. The 
new hill is several hundred yards 
from recent, brushier Widowmaker 
sites, and about a mile west on the 
face from the hill seen in the original 
On Any Sunday movie. For 1987 and 
1988, the climb returned to a location 
on the hill that was used in the mid- 

Os. 

Spectator and riders alike were 
treated to a better hill and a better, 
more fair event. Club members who 
work the hill are allowed to ride, but 
this year was the first time that riders 
were allowed to walk the hill. Last 
year the hill was so difficult that most 
riders crashed before they got high 
enough for the spectators to see. This 
year there was at least 300-feet of 
relatively straight run before major 
turns or ledges in the hill. 

The 700cc Exhibition class got 
under way first on a modified version 
of 1987’s Open Exhibition hill. The 
start was a long, off-camber run at 
the hill which went over a rise and 
dipped through a gully before neg- 
otiating a series of sharp, steep uphill 
turns with cliffs and ledges dug in 
the apex of each turn. All told, it 
was a brutal hill. 

Horban was the highest of the first 
runs at 985.9 feet with Mark Cox at 
930 feet and Todd F. Whitlock at 924 
feet. Behind them were nine riders 
between 827 feet and 853 feet then 
roughly 25 riders between 725 and 
755 feet. The results stayed close to 
the end. 

Whitlock topped the class when 
his second run ended at 1269.33 feet. 
Horban was next with 1257 feet. 
Tom Elmore proved that Eastern 
riders can be a consistant threat with 
third place at 1253.66 feet, with Mel 
Kimball Jr. at 1246.75 feet and Carl 
Collier’s Kawasaki 1.75 feet behind 
Kimball. Kerry Peterson and Kenny 
Kimball were the only other riders 
past 1200 feet. Jerry L. Apland at 
1185 feet and Russ McCoy at 1145 
on a Yamaha (one of the two non- 
Hondas in the top 10) rounded out 
the top 10. 

Open Exhibition was a spectacu- 
lar display this year, a display as 
welcome for the spectators as the 
riders. The heavy, powerful bikes 
were on a hill so difficult that they 
looked completely foolish in 1987. 
This year’s hill used the top part of 
1987’s 700cc Exhibition class hill, 
but a straight run of nearly 600 feet 
marked the start, then bent into a 
right-hand turn where the lane made 
riders sidehill for a few yards before 
making a tough left-hand turn to 
accelerate toward a five-foot ledge 
followed immediately by a smaller 











ledge, a left turn/right turn combi- 
nation then four off-camber ledges 
in a row followed by a more than 
90-degree left with a cliff in the 
middle before a run to the top. 
Lance Lundgren was the second 
rider. out on his stock-framed 
Yamaha FJ1200. He made it to the 
first ledge and tried to ease up to it, 
then power over. He dug in. Dusty 
Beer came out next, eased through 
the S-turn, then clutched his 1981 
KX250-framed 1280cc Kawasaki four 
to gain speed. At top speed he used 
a giant tug on the bars to wheelie 
the behemoth over the ledge! The 
long swingarm got the engine cases 
over the ledge, but the bike’ rear 
wheel kicked in the air for a moment. 
Beer looked as stunned that the bike 
went over as any one of the astounded 
spectators, backed off for a moment, 


- then gassed it to churn his way up 


to 1058 feet. That early run was Beer’s 
best for the day, and it remained the 
sixth best run of the day on that hill. 

After Beer showed the way, many 
of the aggressive Open Expert riders 
wheelied their huge machines over 
the ledge. The sight was one of the 
most awesome in motorcycling! 

Rod Whitlock grabbed fifth in the 
class on his 1200cc Honda four with 
a second run of 1072.5 feet. Sid Seitz 
used a 1250cc Suzuki in an RM500 
frame to notch fourth with 1091.25 
feet. Travis Whitlock had a beautiful 
new YZ-framed Yamaha FJ1200, but 
he broke the chain on both runs 
while high on the hill. Still, he 
eulbed third place with an 1105- 
oot run on the second try. Kenny 
Kimball's first run on his Brindos- 
built 1225cc Honda four took him 
to 1125 feet for second place. 

About midway through the second 
set of runs, Mel Kimball Jr. launched 
his Brindos Honda off the line. He 
had been stopped by the first ledge 
on his first run, but kept on storming 
on the second run to clean the hill. 
In doing so, Kimball claimed $1000 
for being the first rider over as well 
as the cash for winning the class. 

The Expert classes had a tough 
time this year. The 250cc Expert class 
ran on the tire hill, but the bottom 
turned into silt that stopped many 
riders. ; 

Three riders shined in that class, 
though. David Svenvold won on a 
YZ250 with a 680 foot run followed 
by Rod Jorgensen on a Honda 250 
at 661 feet and Brett Heninger on 
another YZ at 648 feet. Fourth place 
Kelly Petersen made it to 325 feet. 

Steve Jorgensen took his Honda 
500 to the top of the 50-rider 500cc 
Expert class. The class was run on 
the Open Exhibition hill after the 
big bikes had made one run and 





rototilled the bottom of the hill. Still, 
the top six runs in the class were all 
over 800 feet. Brad Story, John 
LaSalle, Paul Heidreich, Steve Peter- 
son and Karel Kramer filled out the 
top six. 

Dave Jorgenson won the Old 
Man’s Open class on the tire hill with 
a 175-foot run, but fared better on 
the Open Expert hill with an 851.75 
foot run to win the class on a Honda 
1000. Don Henderson’s Ron True- 
built YZ980 was second at 821.25 feet. 

Kerry Petersens best pupil — son 
Robie — won the Mini class with 
a 117 foot run.

Fraizer, Gabriel 
top Ironhorsemen 
National Hillclimb

ELKHART, INDIANA, MAY 22 
Tim Fraizer and Randy 
Gabriel were the big winners 
in the opening round of Class 
A National Hillclimb compe- 
tition, hosted today near Elkhart by 
the Ironhorsemen M.C. 

Fraizer, who won the 550cc 
number two plate last year by con- 
sistently finishing second and third 
in 1987, started the new season with 
his first Class A win. 

Although Fraizer was leading at 
the end of the first round, it wasn’t 
over until it was over. 

Class champion Greg Williams, 
riding the STP Special Honda, fell 
hard on his first attempt. He was the 
last rider in the class and his second- 
try time of 3.327 seconds forced 
Fraizer to ride again. Fraizer took his 
immaculate BSA between the timing 
lights in 3.293 seconds to take the 
win. 

Frazier had been on an emotional 
roller coaster all weekend. He started 
his bike Friday night and the engine 
blew. He worked on it until 2:30 
a.m., Sunday morning, in Earl 
Bowlby’s shop near Logan, Ohio, 
then made the long drive to Elkhart. 
It was a grueling weekend, but the 
effort paid off with victory. 

Doug Kreeger finished third in the 
class aboard a Triumph. Newcomer 
Paul Pinsonnault, riding a Honda, 
was fourth, and Triumph-mounted 
Bruce Sweigart finished fifth. 

Nine-time 750cc champion 
Bowlby, aboard a BSA, led the 800cc 
class at the end of the first round with 
a 3.18-second ride, but Harley- 
Davidson rider Lou Gerencer took 
Bowlby’s lead away on his second 
attempt. Bowlby’s last try was timed 
at 3.06 seconds, just .02 of a second 
slower than Gerencer’s 3.04. 

Then it was Gabriel’s turn. 
Gabriel, who also rides a Harley, 
went down hard at 140 feet on his 
first ride, but the second run lasted 





2.99 seconds to give him the class win 
andthe fast time of the day. 

Jeff Yoder finished fourth with a 
3.21-second blast aboard his Harley. 
Yamaha-mounted Charlie Casey was 
fifth with a 3.32-second ride, beating 
Conley Newsome by .01 of a second. 
Newsome finished .03 of a second 
ahead of Triumph rider Danny 
Halcomb, who beat David Newsome 
by .04 of a second. David Newsome 
edged out Harley rider Rick Hunter 
by only .002 of a second in the close 
competition. Steve Nafe filled out the 
top 10 with a 3.57-second ride aboard 
his BSA; Nafe was only .58 of a 
second out of first place. 

Increasing maximum displace- 
ment from 750 to 800cc didn’t seem 
to make much of a difference in the 
class — the finishes were as close as 
ever. It’s easy to see why some riders 
get upset on the rare occassions when 
a stopwatch must be used instead of 
an electronic timer. 

Hillclimbers Association Presi- 
dent Conley Newsome had a wild 
first ride aboard his new Honda, but 
switched to his tried and true Tri- 
umph for the second run. 

The hill was short, but had a tricky 
breaker that threw a lot of good riders 
on at least one ride. Gerencer went 
down on his first ride, as did number 
three-ranked Tom Reiser. There 
were no serious injuries. 

The hillclimb competitors and 
their families were saddened by the 
recent loss of timekeeper and 
announcer John Nichol. “Big John” 
died May 18 after a bout with 
leukemia. He was cured of the 
disease but died from treatment side 
effects.

Gould, Burns, wins 

at Loudon RR

LOUDON, NH, MAY 14-15 

Novice Chris Gould came back from 
a crash and subsequent fire to win 
the Supertwins class at the third 
round of the Loudon Road Racing 
Series at Bryar Motorsports Park. 

Gould got on the front brake a 
little hard in the Unlimited GP race 
on Saturday. The resulting crash 
turned the big Ducati 900 into a 
raging fireball, but a supreme effort 
by the corner workers saved the bike 
from total destruction. Undaunted, 
Gould dragged the scorched hulk 
back to the pits and went to work. 

When the green flag dropped on 
the Supertwins/Unlimited Super- 
bike race, Gould and ‘his Italian 
boomer were ready. At the checkers, 
he had three-quarters of the 42 man 
(and three ladies) field behind him, 
and was rewarded with a first in the 
Supertwins class. 

The Lightweight Superbike race 
turned into the passing duel of the 
weekend. Experts Ernie Davoll on a 
Yamaha RD400, Joe Cambo on a 
Yamaha 585 and Victor Landau on 
a Kawasaki KX500 leaped away from 
the 22 man pack. The trio got into 
a ferocious dispute as to who would 
lead the charge. In the ensuing 10- 
mile brawl, each held the title to first 
place at least twice.

Hart, Graves hot 
at Albany SX

Round three of the Motocross 
Northwest-sanctioned Northwest

Larson appeared to be 
well on his way to a win, but he 
crashed and Graves was in the right

They 
swapped places four or five times, 
but Scott took the checkered flag 
first. Engstrom recovered for third 
with Tim Bernloehr in fourth. 

Bernlohr sliced through the sandy 
first turn ahead of the pack in the 
second moto. Engstrom motored by 
Berloehr’s Suzuki before the end of 
the first lap and began to pull away 
from his competitors. Hughes and

Russell, Hall decimate 
Nelson Ledges RR

WARREN, OH, MAY 8 

Scott Russell rolled into Nelson 
Ledges Road Course for WERA 
Regional sprint races with a set of 
Vic Fasola-tuned Suzukis and a 
winning streak stretching back to 
early spring, and left with wins in 
A and B Production, Formula Open 
and second place in C Production. 
He also won almost $2500 in con- 
tingency money from Suzuki, EBC, 
Kal-Gard and Dunlop which raised 
his checkbook to over $19,000 this 
year. 

A near-record opening race day 
turnout of close to 300 riders saw 
Russell’s main competition come 
from Kurt Hall on a Honda. Hall 
had the victory spotlight by winning 
the combined classes of C Superbike 
and Vintage Five. 

In C Production, Expert Hall, 
sponsored by Klotz/Metzeler/Fox 
Racing/Tsubaki/HRT, and Rus- 
sell, sponsored by Dunlop/Team 
Hammer/EBC/Kal-Gard/R-K 
Chain, were close for only a few laps. 
Hall then turned on the afterburners 
to hit lap times in the 1:14.55-range. 
This caused more than a few eye- 
brows to be raised as a TZ750 just 
a couple of summers ago would have 
been good to hit 1:16 flat. 

Regarding his race with Hall, 
Russell said, “The key to the Katana 
is keeping the cornering speed up to 
keep the ground clearance up.” 

Russell also said that he would not 
be coming back to Nelson Ledges 
because he had to ride constantly 
right on the edge, which was dan- 
gerous, and the track needed major 
modifications. He'll also be racing 
at Suzuka in Japan on the same date 
as the Nelson Ledges 24-Hour. 

Hall voiced no such limitations 
and said quickly that he had qual- 
ified on a Suzuki 750 in the Open 
class but chose to run the Hurricane 
“because I turned faster lap times.” 

Two hot prospects beatwatching 
this coming year: Novice J.P. Bunt- 
ing on a Honda had the entire track 
buzzing with his second place finish 
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Kurt Hall rode his Honda CBR600 Hurricane to the C Superbike class 
win at Warren, Ohio’s Nelson Ledges; Scott Russell won C Production. 





in B Production — out of 38 racers 
— just behind Mike Karm, and his 
wins in C Production, C Superbike 
and B Superbike. 

The other prospect is the repaving 
and patching of the track; the high- 
speed carousel was made faster with 
fresh paving. 

“The back three-quarters of the 
carousel is fast. But where they 
stopped there are some ripples where 
the old track begins. They also 
ground and grooved turns- 13 and 
one, producing an eerie feeling,” 
said race director Jim Sublet. 

According to track personnel, 
Nelson Ledges will hold a vintage 
car race in mid-June to help raise 
funds to repave the track. They also 
note that repaving will take several 
years, but they are determined to 
restore the track.

new leathers and a brand new motor- 
cycle.

Douglas E. Fitts, coordinating 
hief instructor for the California 
otorcyclist Safety Program, 
ecently won the Motorcycle 
Safety Foundation’s 1987 John

or organization that did the most 
during the year to promote motor- 
cling safety. Fitts’ program won 
e Outstanding State Program 
Recognition Award, and the state 
of Washington received the State 
Licensing Award. The United 
States Air Force took the Out- 
kanding Military Achievement 
Award for the seventh year in a 
row. In all, 45 awards were given, 
including many to dealers, clubs, 
MSF instructors and local and 
regional safety programs. 


After numerous hearings (six if you 
talk to Dan Smith, four if you talk 
to SCORE), SCORE and the Com- 
petition Review Board for the 4th 
Annual SCORE Great Mojave 250, 
held April 2 in Lucerne Valley, 
California, have upheld the disqual- 
ification of Smith and Garth Swee- 
tland for allegedly riding off the 
course.

SCORE spokesman Steve 
Cassanni said, “‘All I can tell you is 
the Competiton Review Board 
reviewed this matter during at least 
four separate hearings. After review- 
ing the appeal, the Competition 
Review Board decided to uphold the 
disqualification.” 


We failed to list Hap Jones and 
Kushitani as sponsors of Steve 
Morehead in our San Jose Mile 
coverage in last week’s paper. 
Morehead rode a Mert Lawwill 
Harley-Davidson XR750 to the 
win at San Jose on May 22.
